He Is Accused of Getting Away 
with Twenty Thousand Dollars 
of Stockholders’ Money—Com- 
pany a Complete Wreck. 


New Orleans, La., Sept. 14.—[Speclal. 
About eighteen months ago a Napoleon 
of Finance made his entry into commercial 
circles of the City of New Orleans. Jasper 
W. Russ was his name and debenture com- 
panies were his specialty. 

He first figured as one of the chief organ- 
izers of the German-American Debenture 
company, of which he was secretary, treas- 


urer, aid general manager. His connection 


with this company was short lived. He next 
managed the organization of the American 
Bond and Savings pany. He then or- 
ganized the National Debenture Redemption 
company, limited. 

About this time in the early part of May, 
1808, the Att General of Louisiana took 
proceedings in the courts to close up all 
debenture companies on the ground that they 
were violating the law. While the other 
companies were making a fight Russ quiet- 
and 
Savings company, limited, and when the 
State got after that he organized the Metro- 
politan Bond and Savings company, without 
any limit at all. This last company quietly 


took over all of the business of both the 
International and the Metropolitan, and with 
Russ as President, H. C. Willoz as Secretary- 


Treasurer, and E. J. Ortenbach as general 
manager, pursued the even tenor of its way, 
collecting from its debenture holders and 
selling new debentures. 

Business proved so good that Russ and 
Ortenbach proceeded to Chicago, where 
they opened, or at least declared they did, 
a branch of the New Orleans concern. Orten- 
bach remaining in Chicago to manage while 
Russ divided his time bet ween the two cities. 

As day after day passed and monthly pay- 
ment after monthly payment was made and 
debenture holders saw not returns they be- 
came uneasy. The money which passed be- 
tween the company and the debenture hold- 
ers passed all one way, and when the holders 
were refused the privilege guaranteed them 
by their debentures of borrowing 50 per cent 
of the money they had paid in they con- 
cluded to investigate. 

On Aug. 26 a meeting was called of the 
holders of debentures and the result was 
that over a hundred debenture holders em- 


ployed attorneys to collect their money, or 


to put the company in liquidation. 

Russ was in Chicago, but a telegram 
brought him flying to New Orleans. Aftera 
fight a receiver was appointed, 

Yesterday the receiver with a notary, the 
appraisers, and the lawyers proceeded to the 
office of the company to make an inventory 
and appraisement of its assets and take a 
list of its abilities. They found that the 
liabilities of the company, including what it 
had collected from debenture holders, 
amounted to something near $20,000. The 
assets consisted of the office safe, which was 
too heavy to carry away, 74 cents balance 
on deposit in four different banks, and eight 
cents in postage stamps which had stuck to 
the bottom of the cash drawer and could not 
be removed.

Albert Eckdohl, a member of Troop H of 
Colonel Grigsby’s Rough Riders, after pass- 
ing unharmed through four months of life 
in an army camp, was killed last evening 
by a trolley car at mann and 
Throop streets.

TOMORROW. 
“Fighting” Fourth Infantry 


to Reach Fort Sheridan 
Early in Morning. 


WELCOME WILL BE QUIET 


Chicago Ship’s Crew of Naval 
Militia Uncertain as to 
Its Prospects. 


} BODY MAY BE REORGANIZED. 


The men ot the Fighting Fourth United 
States regulars are on the way back to their 
old post at Fort Sheridan. Three hundred 
and twenty-five of the 525 infantrymen who 
went from the fort at the outbreak of war 
will reach Chicago early tomorrow. morning 
over the Nickel-Plate, and, after being 
transferred to the Northwestern road, will 
settle down to the peaceful routine of drills 
and a barrack mess. 

The regulars will come back with little 
fuss, as professional soldiers, but they will 
get a joyous welcome from the wives and 
children who are waiting for them at the 


fort. Regulars are supposed to fight, any- 


| way, and so, apparently, there will be neither 


brass bands nor crowds of weeping friends to 
welcome them back from Santiago. 
families of enlisted men at the fort, whose 
members have been living from hand to 
mouth since the war began, view the event 
in a different light, however, from those who | 
consider the return of the regulars a com- 
mon place occurrence, 

Spanish bullets and fevers have interrupt- 
ed a good many home comings for the fight- 
ing Fourth. The regiment has men in al- 
most every military hospital in the country, 
and a large share of them are suffering from 
bullet wounds. Those who come back will 
bring a proud record with them, even though 
they fight their country’s battles for $13 a 
month and do not look for a welcome with 
a brase band. 


Colonel Hall Not Coming. 


Colonel Hall will not be in command of the 
regiment. Major Stephen Baker will take 
his place as commandant at the fort until 
Colonel Hall, who is now a Brigadier Gen- 
eral of volunteers, is assigned again to his 
old command. Lieutenant Colonel Bain- 
bridge having been retired, his position re- 
mains to be filled by the War department. 

The volunteer troops were fed and given 
bouquets all the way from Montauk to Chi- 
cago. The Fourth is making its way to 
Fort Sheridan without attracing attention. 

Meanwhile, however, Major Bubb is get- 
ting ready to.care for the sick men by 
putting up hospital tents and laying in a 
supply of fresh beef. Men of the First Illi- 
nois Cavalry Volunteers occupy nearly all 
the available room in the post hospital. 

Companies A, B, C, D, B, F, G, and H of 
the Fourth, all of which participated in the 
battles of El Caney and Santiago, are re- 
ported to be on the way to the fort. |. 


Troops to Pass Chicago Today. 

The Third United States Infantry will pass 
through Chicago early this morning on the 
way to Fort Snelling, Minn. The regiment 
will probably be transferred from the Lake 
Shore to the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul road at Sixteenth street. Colonel Har- 
bach is in command of the regiment. 

At the same time that the regulars ar- 
rive the Fiftieth Iowa, over 1,000 strong, 
will reach the city over the Illinois Central 
from Jacksonville and be transferred to the 
Chicago and Northwestern by way of Six- 
teenth and Rockwell streets. 

Both these bodies of troops will be in the 
city too short a time td receive hospitality 
from the Army and Navy league. hat 
organization is being kept busy with troops 
arriving in Chicago by nearly every Eastern 
and Southern train. On Tuesday 204 sol- 
diers were fed at the various depots by the 
league at an expense of $104. 

The First Illinois Infantry continues to 
furnish medical care for its sick members, 
although the men are on furlough.

CRISIS IN FRENCH AFFAIRS. 


[SPECIAL CABLE TO THD YOR 
WORLD AND THE CHICAGO TRIBUNE. 
Paris, Sept. 14.—We are on the brink of the 
gravest crisis since the birth of the third 
republic. The situation is easily described. 
M. Brisson and all the Cabinet, with the ex- 
ception of Zurlinden and possibly Lockroy, 
are convinced of the absolute necessity of 
revision in the Dreyfus case, alike in the 
interests of justice and of the state. Gen- 
eral Brugere has signified his willingness. to 
take the portfolio of War and accept revision. 
At Saturday’s Cubinet meeting a decision 
will be taken and revision will be decreed. 
President Faure, who has been a deter- 


mined opponent of revision, has caused it to 


be rumored that he will resign if it is 
granted. No one credits his intention to 
resign, but every one sees the threat is a 
desperate expedient to get rid at one blow of 
Brisson's Cabinet and the fondly hoped-for 
revision also, but Faure’s unconstitutional 
action in directly interfering with the re- 
sponsibility of the Cabinet afferds an ex- 
ample of lawlessness in high places which is 
the first step toward revolution. 

| Act of a Dictator. 

He is accused of aiming at a dictatorship, 


and if he succeeds in destroying the Brisson 


Cabinet it will be the act of a dictator. The 
Dreyfus agitation can now only be sup- 
pressed by the exercise of arbitrary power. 


President Faure has made himself the cham- 


pion of the army and its tainted chiefs, who 
will do anything to avoid the exposure that 
revision would entail on them, and are ready 
to place that arbitrary power in his hands. 
A military coup d’état was therefore freely 
conjectured tonight as the probable out- 
come of the crisis should the President's 
effort to bulldoze the Brisson Cabinet fail. 
Colonel Paty du Clam was interviewed this 
morning at his home. He sald: I know 
that my being retired is enough to set wag- 
ging all the tongues of Paris, but there is to 
be ro sensational sequel whatever. My re- 
lation to this accursed controversy is solely 
official, All these statements about my 
having hounded Dreyfus and persecuted his 
wife are execrable lies. My connection with 
the bordereau? I have none. The War 
Minister best knows why he has retired me 
temporarily, and like a soldier I ask no 
questions, but submit. If you, like the 
French reporters, are seeking a theatrical 
sensation let me assure you you are on the 
wrong track. The light about which Zola 
nas prated 20 much can do nothing but good 


to me.” 
Denial from Faure. 


THE ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

Paris, Sept. 14.—A semi-offlelal note, issued 
this evening, says: 

All the statements of the newspapers re- 
garding the alleged intervention of the Pres- 
ident of the republic in the Dreyfus affair 
are incorrect.“ 

This is interpreted to mean that there will 
be no Presidential crisis. 

It is now taken for granted that General 
Zurlinden, Minister for War, will resign on 
Saturday, all the efforts of his colleagues to 
persuade him to accept revision having 
failed. 

When General Zurlinden’s successor is ap- 
pointed he will find the Court of Cassation 
already set in motion for revision.

Fight Opens on San Jaen 
“after the battle at El Caney was well 
opened and the sound of the small-arm fire 
caused us to believe that Lawton was driv- 
ing the enemy before him, I directed Grimes’ 
battery to open fire from the heights of El 
Pozo on the San Juan blockhouse, which 
could be seen situated in the enemy’s in- 
trenchments extending along the crest of 
San Juan hill. This fire was effective and 
the enemy could be geen running away from 
the vicinity of the blockhouse. 

“The artillery fire from El Pozo was soon 
returned by the enemy’sartillery. They evi- 
dently had the range of this hill, and their 
first shells killed and wounded several men. 
As the Spaniards used smokeless powder it 
was difficult to locate the position of their 
pieces, while, on the contrary, the smoke 
caused by our black powder plainly indicated 
the position of our battery. 

„At this time the cavalry division, under 
General Sumner, which was lying concealed 
in the general vicinity of the El Pozo house, 
was ordered forward with directions to cross 
the San Juan River and deploy the right on 
the Santiago side, while Kent’s division was 
to follow closely in its rear and deploy to the 
left. 

„These troops moved forward in compli- 
ance with orders, but the road was so nar- 
row as to render it impracticable to retain 
the column of fours formation at all points, 
while the undergrowth on either side was so 
dense as to preclude the possibility of de- 
ploying skirmishers. It naturally resulted 
that the progress nfade was slow and the 
long-range rifies of the enemy’s infantry 
killed and wounded a number of our men 
while marching along this road, and before 
there was any opportunity to return this fire. 


Where the Balloons Helped. 


“At this time Generals Kent and Sumner 

were ordered to push forward with all pos- 
sible haste and place their troops in position 
to engage the enemy. General Kent, with 
this end in view, fofced the head of his col- 
umn alongside of the cavalry column as far 
as the narrow trail permitted, and thus hur- 
ried his arrival at the San Juan and the 
formation beyond that stream. A few hun- 
dred yards before reaching the San Juan the 
road forks, a fact that was discovered by 
Lleutenant Colonel Derby of my staff, who 
had approached well to the Bront in a war 
balloon. This information he furnished to 
the troops, resulting in Sumner moving on 
the right-hand road, while Kent was en- 
abled to utilise the road to the left. 
„% General Wheeler, the permanent com-. 
mander of the cavalry division, who had 
been ill, came forward during the morning 
and later returned to duty and rendered 
most gallant and efficient service during 
the remainder of the day. 

“After crossing the stream the cavalry 
moved to the right with a view of connect- 
ing with Lawton’s left when he could come 
up, and with their left resting near the 
Santiago road. 

“In the meantime Kent’s division, with 
the exception of two regiments of Hawkins’ 
brigade, being thus uncovered, moved rap- 
idly to the front from the forks, previously 
mentioned, in the road, utilizing both trails, 
but more especially the one to the left, and, 
crossing the creek. formed for attack in the 
front of San Juan HII. 

During this formation the Second Bri- 
gade stiffered severely. While personally 
superintending this movement its gallant 
commander, Colonel Wikoff, was killed. The 
command of the brigade then devolved upon 
Lieutenant Colonel Worth, Thirteenth In- 
fantry, who was soon severely wounded, and 
next upon Lieutenant Colonel Liscum, Twen- 
ty-fourth Infantry, who, five minutes later,

Ninth Infantry. 

While the formation just described was 
taking place Kent took measures to hurry 
forward his rear brigade. The Tenth and 
Second Infantry were ordered to follow 
Wikoff’s brigade, while the Twenty-first 
was sent on the right-hand road to support 
the First Brigade, under General Hawkins, 
who had crossed the stream and formed on 
the right of the division. 


Ready to Assault San Juan. 


“The Second and Tenth Infantry, Colonel 
E. P. Pearson commanding, moved forward 
in good order on the left of the division. 
passed over a green knoll, and drove the 
enemy back toward his trenches. After com- 
pleting the formation under a destructive 
fire and advancing a short distance botb 
divisions found in their front a wide bottom 
in which had been placed a barbed wire 
entanglement and beyond which there wasa 
high hill, along the crest of which the enemy 
was strongly posted. 

Nothing daunted, these gallant men 
pushed on to drive the enemy from his 
chosen position, both divisions losing heav- 
ily. In this assault Colonel Hamilton, Lieu- 
tenants Smith and Shipp were killed, and 
Colonel Carroll, Lieutenants Thayer and 
Myer, all in the cavalry, were wounded.

H. 8. Hawkins, who, placing himself be- 
tween his regiments, urged them on by voice 
and bugle calls to the attack so brilliantly 
executed.

Plant the Colors on the Hill.’ 


In this fierce encounter words fail to do 
Justice to the gallant regimental command- 

rs nd the heroic men, for while the Gen-

4 The strength of the enemy’s position was 
such I did not wish to assault if it could be 
avoided. An examination of the enemy’s 
works, made after the surrender, fully justi- 
fies the wisdom of the course adopted. The 
intrenchments could only have been carried 
with great loss of life.“ 

Campaigning Under Difficulties. 


General Shafter then gives the details of 
the final surrender, his entry into the city, 
and the raising of the American flag. In 
closing he says: 

„% Before closing my report I wish to dwell 
upon the natural obstacles I had to encoun- 
ter and which no foresight could have over- 
come or obviated. The rocky and precipi- 
tous coast afforded no sheltered landing 
places, the roads were mere bridle paths, 
the effect of the tropical sun and rains upon 
unacclimated troops was deadly, and a dread 
of strange and unknown diseases had its 
effect on the army. 

„At Baiquiri the landing of the troops 
and stores was made at a small wooden 
wharf which the Spaniards tried to burn, 
but unsuccessfully, and the animals were 
pushed into the water and guided to a sandy 
beach about 200 yardsinextent. At Siboney 
the landing was made on the beach and ata 
small wharf erected by the engineers. 

„ had neither the time nor the men to 
spare to construct permanent wharves. In 
spite of the fact that I had nearly 1,000 
men continuously at work on the roads, they 
were at times impassable for wagons. 

“The San Juan and Aguadores Rivers 
would often suddenly rise so as to prevent 
the passage of wagons, and then the eight 


pack trains with the command had to be 


depended upon for the victualing of my 
army, as well as the 20,000 refugees, who 
could not in the interests of humanity be left 
to starve while we had rations. ö 

„Often for days nothing could be moved 
except on pack trains. 

After the great physical strain and ex- 
posure of July 1 and 2 the malarial and 
other fevers began to rapidly advance 
throubhout the command, and on July 4 the 
yellow. fever appeared at Siboney. Though 
efforts were made to keep this fact from the 
army it soon became known. 

The supply of quartermaster and com- 
missary stores during the campaign was 
abundant, and notwithstanding the difficul- 
ties in landing and transporting the rations, 
the troops on the firing line were at all times 
supplied with its coarser components— 
namely: bread, meat, sugar, and coffee. 

There was no lack of transportation, for 
at no 1 X. to the surrender could all the 
be used. 


N of Sick and Wounded. 


In reference to the sick and wounded I 
“have to say that they received every atten- 
tion that it was possible to give them. The 
medical officers, without exception, worked 
night and day to alleviate the suffering, 
which was not greater than invariably ac- 
companies a campdign. It would have been 
better if we had more ambulances, but as 
many were taken as were thought netes- 
sary, judging from previous campaigns. 

“The discipline of the command was 
superb, and I wish to invite attention to the 
fact that not an officer was brought to trial 
by court-martial, oo so far as I know, no 
enlisted man. This speaks volumes for an 
army of this size and in a campaign of such 
duration. 

In conclusion, I desire to express to the 
members of my staff my thanks for their 
efficient performance of all the duties re- 
quired of them, and the good judgment and 
bravery displayed on all occasions when de- 
manded.“

to be anxious to find a pretext for not grant- 
ing as low rates for the peace festival at 
Chicago as desired by the committee of citi- 
zens in charge of the matter. The roads 
claim to be willing to make a one cent a 
mile rate for the round trip for the celebra- 
tion, provided they can get protection 
against the manipulation of the return por- 
tions of the tickets by Chicago scalpers. 
They want the City Council to pass an anti- 
scalping ordinance similar to those passed 
by the cities of Pittsburg, Cincinnati, and 
Omaha, prohibiting scalpers from selling 
ftailroad tickets, and inflicting heavy penal- 
ties for the violation of the ordinance. The 
Western roads would also like to have such 
an ordinance passed, but whether it is or 
not they have agreed to make the !ow rates 
requested by the festival committee. The 
Eastern roads, on the other hand, insist 
that such an ordinance must be passed or 
they will not make as low rates as they 
would otherwise. 

There is no reasonable hope that an anti- 
scalping ordinance will be passed by the 
Chicago Council, and if one should be passed 
there is no probability that it would be en- 
forced. Chicago Aldermen are not in the 
habit of passing ordinances that benefit the 
railroads without goed and sufficient remu- 
neration, and as such an ordinance, iz passed, 
would not be enforced, the railroads are not 
inclined to squander much money in an at- 
tempt to secure its passage. 

The sale of railroad tickets in this State 
by any but regularly authorized agents is 
already forbidden by statute, but it has been 
found imposaible to secure the enfurcement 
of this jaw, and it is claimed it would be 
still more hopeless to attempt the enforce- 
ment of a city ordinance covering the same 
ground. 

Rapid progress is being made on the new 
San Joaquin Valley railroad, which is to 
parallel the Southern Pacific between San 
Francisco and Bakersfield. The horing of 
the 5,700-foot tunnel through the Contra 
Costa hills is going forward rapidly. More 
than 250 men are employed on this expensive 
plece of work. Work on four smaller tun- 
nels has been begun, Two of them are be- 
-tween Point Richmond and the big tunnel, 
and the other two are east of the large tun- 
nel. The one nearest Point Richmond is to 
be 800 feet long, and the next one will be 
1,300 feet in length. The one immediately 
east of the big tunnel will be 350 feet long, 
and the next and last one will be 900 feet in 
length. Next spring will probably see a3 
completion of the road.

Springfield, III., Sept. 14.—[{Special.]—The 
State Auditor has compiled a comparative 
statement of assessments made by local 
Assessors for the years 1897 and 1898 in 
the several counties in the State for the 
use of the State Board of Equalization. — 

The report shows that in Cook County 
the decrease in the assessment over last 
year is $17,623,946, the total assessment 
this year being $180 041.162, as against 5197, 
665,108 for 1897. 

In the other counties of the State the 
assessments for the two years differ but 
slightly, and the total decrease in the as- 
sessment in the State outside of Cook Coun- 
ty is only $2,669,348. 

With these figures the Board of Equaliza- 
tion will be unable to add much to the as- 
sessment in Cook County, and the custom of 
cutting down the assessments in the coun- 
ties other than Cook and piling. up the Cook 
County assessments will be done away with 
this year.
